GASOLIINE PRICES SDROP 

_ Gasoline has been dropping steadily in price 
since the war ended. “In the Pacific coast ter- 
ritory there has already been a total reduc- 
tion of 5 cents a gallon, while in, the mountain 
territory corresponding reductions habe been 
recorded. 

These reductions have been made in spite 
of the fact that the demand for gasoline is 
probably increasing more rapidly than the de- 
_mmand for any other commodity of daily con- 
sumption in the United States. The registra- 
tien of automobiles in California alone has in* 
creased from 670 000 in 1921 to 812,000 in Oc- 
tober, this year. 

_Montrary to aceusations made periodically 
_that® the oil industry of the United States is 
eontrolled to the detriment of the buyig 
public, it would be hard to find any other line 
of business in the country that has met such 
-abnormal demands during the peak of high 


produetion with such a moderate increase in: 


‘the price of the.eommodity it produces, as has 
‘the. petroleum industry. 

The oil industry is today too large, covers 
too much territory and offers too much in- 
eentive for the ambition and enterprise of the 
private eitizen to go out and develop new 
fields, for it to be controlled by any one 
company or group of companies. 

Its magnitude in the aggregate offers a 
shining mark for the political agitator who 
‘periodically starts an investigatio against. it 
for the purpose of creating political capital 
for himself.

‘‘Why have the I. W. W. concentrated in 
the far..west?.’. asks-thePhiladelphia Ledger, 
alluding to longshoremen’s strike in: Portland. 
It recalls the various acts of violence arising 
from I. W. W. agitation in the West and com- 
pared them with the practical subsidence of 
the movement in the East since 1019. 

Probably because the West is more thinly 
populated than the East, because the states 
have less effective authority in remote sec- 
tions and because the West is more tolerant 
of new ideas than is the East, the I. W. W. 
preferred this as its principal field of opera- 
tion. A far larger proportion of labor is 
migratory in the West than in the East, for 
lumbering, mining and harvesting are occu- 
pations followed by wanderers. That condi- 
tion favors the wobbly agitator, for his habits 
of costant travel attract less attention than 
they would in settled eastern communities, 
says, the Oregonian.
